My article, "Better Shop Efficiency 
Is a Patriotic Duty," recently published 
in this paper, seems to have struck a 
responsive chord, judging from 
the 
requests I have asking for information. 


Most of these requests come from 
young men wlio are particularly inter- 
ested in the last part of the article, and 
wish to know more about the positions 
referred to—what the duties consist 
of—and how to qualify for them. 
I 
cannot very well answer these requests 
separately, but do wish to help all I 
can and particularly young men who 
are ambitious to get ahead. 
There is 
certainly no present field of endeavor 
offering greater opportunities for ad- 
vancement 
than 
this 
comparatively 
new but fast growing business of pro- 
duction engineering. 
The results ob- 
tained, where the work has received 
full co-operation of management and 
men, is astonishing. 
These results, as 
they become known to 
competitors, 
act as a stimulant to go and do like- 
wise, which creates the present de- 
mand for trained specialists. 
Perhaps 
I 
can 
render 
a small 
measure 
of 
assistance (and do it efficiently, and 
cover the most ground), by a series of 
short articles in which I shall endeavor 
to answer. In a general way, the ques- 
tions most likely to be asked, and sug- 
gest ways and means by which there 
can be planned and successfully car- 
ried through, a course of individual 
investigation 
and 
study.

swers, in substance, one of the ques- 
tions noted above, "How to qualify for 
efficiency positions."

turning out a lot of all round special- 
ists who will soon be tempted to leavo 
them, for better pay. 
In fact that is 
the situation at the present time, the 
demand for these men Is in excess of 
the supply and like every other com- 
modity the pay is advancing accord- 
ingly. 
That this situation will continue 
for years is a foregone conclusion. 
A 
superficial estimate of the number of 
factories who must 
eventually 
turn 
their w'UHtes into prollt or meet 
finan- 
cial 
disaster, 
makes clear the 
vast 
amount of reorganizing work to be 
done, and tho small army of experts 
that must be educated to do it.

Is 
the fact that very young men, usually 
high school graduates, are given the 
preference. 
The pay is small In the 
beginning which makes it a hardship, 
and In many oases an impossibility for 
older men who have financial respons- 
ibilities that tax their pay envelopes 
to the limit, to take the course.

Just the same he will be serving his 
country, and for this service he will 
be awarded a badge of honor which 
will be worth several times Its weight 
In gold, for it will be evidence that 
the boy came to the front with man- 
ly patriotism when he was needed.

You are called upon for non-mili- 
tary service In the fields where crops 
are being grown. 


Watch your home paper and when 
the recruiting office opens, go and en- 
list. 


Remember that you must be at least 
16 and under 21, in good health and 
free f r o m threatening diseases. 
You 
must have the written consent of your 
parent or guardian. 
You must take 
the oath of service and be enrolled, 
but you will not be a real 
member 
of the reserve and 
have a right 
to 
wear the badge until you have "made 
good" in the work you tackle. 
You 
will have to do about three weeks' ac- 
tual work on the farm before you are 
a "regular." Then if you have work- 
ed loyally and faithfully during 1917, 
the local officers will recommend you 
to the national organization and you 
will receive the 
"honorable 
service" 
decoration to be attached to the badge 
you are already wearing. 


All sorts of plans are being discussed 
for physical training after the 
boys 
enlist and before they go to the f a r m , 
for putting the boys into camps, for 
having special instructors and so on. 


The message I am trying to deliver 
herewith, as messenger boy for 
the 
state council of defense, is that the 
Boys' Working reserve is to be

ganized In every part of Indiana and

FIRST TWO MEN EXAMINED IN DISTRICT NO. 3 PASS PHYSICAL TEST 


Serbian Regicides at Last 
Are Brought Under the 
Whip of Justice. 


SOME EXECUTED ; 


SOME TO PRISON 


Slayers of King Alexander 
and Queen Draga Are 
Hunted Down. 


Corfu, Island of Corfu, July 
10.— 
(Correspondence 
of 
the 
Associated 
Press.—Fate has at last fallen on that 
band of military reg-icides who some 
fifteen 
years ago broke into the royal 
palace at Belgrade at night and assas- 
sinated King Alexander and the Ser- 
bian Queen Draga. 
Three high officers 
have recently been shot after a military 
court martial. 
Three more are await- 
ing death sentence, seven officers in- 
cluding a general have received life 
sentences and some thirty officers have 
received lesser sentences of from one 
to five years. 


WTiile the outside, world was shocked, 
the band of assassins enjoyed at home 
a certain immunity and even glory for 
having rid the country of a dissolute 
ruler and his plebian Gypsy queen, for 
the name 
of Draga 
had 
been 
well 
known in the concert halls of Emolu 
before she had the luck to win a king 
and crown. 
The plain people of Serbia 
who are simple and honest, revolted at 
the crime. 
But the a r m y clique which 
carried out the murders, carried the 
upper classes with them and by ter- 
rorizing and Intrigue became one of 
the dominant forces of Serbia. 


Welghe<l Upon King Peter. 


King Peter felt the incubus of this 
m u r d e r clique through the early years 
t>f his reign. 
He abhored the crime and 
had nothing to do with it. And yet the 
return of his family dynasty to power 
>,nd his kingship after years of wait- 
ing in exile were dependent to some 
extent on the work of this a r m y clique. 
VVhile condemning their action, 
the 
'ting tolerated them. 


The policy was to draw a veil over 
'.he crime and let it be forgotten. 
As a 
result, little has been heai-d of 
the 
crime in recent years. 
Englaud sent 
back her minister 
and 
the 
Balkan 
wars gave Peter a firm hold on hia 
people. 


All this time, however, the murder 
clique had been working. 
It was so 
powerful in the army councils that all 
officers who 
disapproved 
the crime 
were retired from active service and 
placed in the reserve. 
This went on 
for years with the murder clique oc- 
cupying the chief commands and all 
others excluded 
from service or ad- 
vancement. 


("iiauge With Regency. 


But all this changed about a year 
ago when the vigorous young prince, 
Alexander, 
bocaine regent, owing 
to 
the age of 
King Petej-, and his in- 
firmity 
from his terriVjle exposure in 
the exodus before the 
Clerman-Bul- 
garian invasion of Serbia. 
One of Al- 
exander's first acts %vas to restore to 
active service the great number of of- 
ficers 
retired and disqualified by the 
murder clique. 
He declared that all 
army 
appointments 
and 
advance- 
ments would be impartial, witliout re- 
gard to the old line drawn 
between 
cliques. 


The regicide element cleei)ly resent- 
ed this action. 
They appealed to Al- 
exander, even su.figesting that his royal 
power resulted from their act. 


After Piinee Regent. 


When Alexander was firm tlie clique 
revived their watch worrl of former 
murder, "Union or Death." This time 
their designs were aimed at the prince 
regent and a plot to assa.ssinate him 
was to have been carried out on Aug. 
23 of last .vear. 
Fortunately the plot 
wap discovered and wholesale arrests 
followed of all those officers who had 
so long enjoyed immunity and 
power 
by reason of the murder of Alexander 
and 
Draga. 


More than forty high officers were 
gathered in the net. 
Their trial 
by 
militar.y court martial has been pro- 
ceeding for months. 
Those condemn- 
ed to death include Colonels Dimitri- 
vitch, 
Milanovitch, 
Touzovitch. 
La- 
zitch, Lieut. Col. Vesnitch and Com- 
m a n d e r Vulovitch. 
Gen. 
Pohouvitch 
heads the list of those condemned to 
life imprisonment. The others are col- 
onels and captains who have been high 
i a power until now.

CLARIFYING GLASSES PROVIDED BY GOOD BIBLE HISTORY 


God is With the Small Army, 
Too, Says Rev. Dr. Chas. 
Stelzel, as Witness Gid- 
eon's Great Victory Over 
the Midianites. 


BY REV. CHARLES STELZLE. 
It has always been thought clever 
by some people to say—with varia- 
tions—God is on the side of the army 
with the strongest battalions. 


And there's some truth in this bit 
of satire. 
But this doesn't necessarily 
mean the army which has the greatest 
number of battalions is best or strong- 
est. 
History—both sacred and 
pro- 
fane—has proven small bodies of men 
are sometimes more powerfully effec- 
tive In battle than great armies. 


There's 
the 
classical 
illustration 
found in Gideon's victory, with which 
everyone who ever attended 
Sunday 
school is familiar, and upon which Is 
founded 
the 
Christian 
Commercial 
Traveler's association known as "The 
Gideons," the order which has placed 
bibles In the rooms of practically ev^ 
ery hotel In America. 


Three factors entered Into the vic- 
tory of Gideon: first, remarkable lead- 
ership; 
second, 
a 
limited 
group of 
picked men, and third, unusual strat- 
egy. 


Gideon dared destroy the Idols wor- 
shipped by the Israelites, though the 
men of the city threatened him with 
death because of it. 
He was just the 
man for this kind of a task. 
And 
when he determined to go out against 
the Midianites and called for volun- 
teers, 32,000 Israelites responded. 


But many were "fearful and trem- 
bling." Gideon sent them back to their 
homes, and 22,000 departed. 
There 
were to be no faint-hearted men in 
Gideon's army. 
Finally, of the 10,000 
who remained only 300 were selected 
by the famous test of being brought 
down to a stream. 
Only those who 
lapped up the water, putting 
their 
hands to their mouths, were chosen— 
the rest of them got down upon their 
knees to drink.

The 300 were divided into 
three 
companies. 
Gideon 
supplied 
them 
with trumpets 
and 
empty 
pitchers 
with torches inside—it was practical- 
ly making each one of them a leader. 


The story goes that Gideon and his 
band surrounded the camp at night 
and blew the three hundred trumpets. 
They broke 
In 
pieces 
the pitchers 
which were in their hands and hold- 
ing the torches 
in 
their left hands 
they cried: 
"The Sword of .lehovah 
and of Gideon." 
And while each man 
stood in his place around about the 


camp and shouted, the host of the 
Midianites became panic-stricken and 
ran, and in the darkness began de- 
stroying one another. 


Whatever the 
miraculous 
element 
may have been in this event there is 
no doubt this remarkable victory was 
based mainly upon the personality of 
the leader and the process of selection 
by which the three htmdred were got- 
ten together and the brain power put 
into the fight by the leader and his 
famous three hundred. 


After all, this is what will win out 
in every war. 
There Is much in mili- 
tary equipment but other things being 
e<iual it is the personal element which 
counts for most. 


It is not too much to say the men 
being sent to the trenches in France by 
the United States are of this type. We 
are not sending a mob; we are sending 
men who have certain qualities which 
make them superior to the machine- 
trained men of Germany. 
In this we 
may find inspiratioti.

Some Events in His 
Ministry Are Shown

A great many good people are dis- 
turbed when they think of Christians 
as going to war. 
How, they ask, can 
disciples ofthe meek and gentle Jesus 
engage in armed conflict? 


But who told you that .Tesus was 
gentle and meek? 
Was It the manner 
in which he addressed the scribes and 
Pharisees? 


The farther back we carry our criti- 
cal study of the synoptic gospels, the 
clearer It becomes that the original 
picture of Jesus preserved in apostolic 
tradition and the earliest Christian lit- 
erature was that of a much sterner 
person than our mild and modern Im- 
airlnatlon has pictured. 


But. it is remembered. Jesus suffer- 
ed without resistance, when he could 
have had ten legions of angels sent out 
in wrath against the cruel city and its 
apostatized hierarchy. 


Ho had them. 
The ten legions came, 
and more than ten. 
That generation 
did not pass till all the terrible things 
came to pass, and they were the very 
things he had declared would come, 
and for the reason he declared. 
The 
destruction' of Jerusalem stands, not 
as an Isolated event, but as an integral 
part of the Messianic plan; it was the 
type 
and 
essential 
feature 
of 
his 
parousia, his coming. 


Jesus was a belligerent. 
The tri- 
umphal entry was a war measure. 
It 
was an act 
of 
invasion. 
As Ccipio 
carried the war into Africa, so did 
Jesus, at the zenith of his campaign of 
preparednes.s, carry the war into the 
temple. He went armed. 
He carried 
a whip. It was made of "small cords," 
that is, cords smaller than tent ropes, 
but cords that had been used in fast- 
ening up bales of merchandise 
for 
transportation on the backs of camels 
and mules, cords that had a sting In 
them. 


"But he did not strike anybody?" 
How do you know that he did not? 
"Because he was too gentle to have 
struck any one." 


He was not too gentle to have done 
it if he did it. 


It is not defintely stated that he 
struck any one, nor is it denied that he 
did. 
The whip was no bluff, no lie. 
It 
was a weapon, 
a thing to be feared. 
If he did not strike any one, it was not 
because he was either physically or 
morally incapable of having done so. 
It was because offenders recognized 
their danger and got out of the way. 


Jesus came as the Prince of Peace. 
But he came to bring both peace and 
a sword. 
Pray God the time may 
come when all the swords of the earth 
shall be sheathed forever. 
But be not 
too sure that Jesus was too gentle to 
oppose the wrong. 
A part of his gen- 
tleness was tremendously 
militant. 


That was the 
fate 
of 
Prince 
Albert, consort of 
Q u e e n Vlctor;la, 
who died at the 
prime age of 42 
from typhoid fev- 
er, a disease that 
is wholly preventable. 


Typhoid fever Is found only In man. 
It is caused by a short 
rod-shaped 
microscopic 
vegetable which 
enters 
the body 
through 
the 
mouth 
and 
leaves it In human discharges, to en- 
ter another human mouth, to which 
It Is carried by fingers, flies, fluids and 
food. 


It is essentially a disease of yonng 
adult life. 
Older people are less apt 
to have it, probably because they have 
suffered from an attack of the disease 
in their youth. 


Typhoid fever is known by various 
names—"slow fever," "low fever"— 
but whatever name it Is called by. It 
kills about S per cent, of those whom 
It attacks. 


A certain percentage of those who 
recover become carriers—that Is, per- 
sons who though well, excrete the or- 
ganisms of the disease in their dis- 
charges. 


Carriers are largely responsible for 
the perpetuation of typhoid fever, but 
the installation of proper sewer sys- 
tems. the 
abolition 
of 
flies, 
cock- 
roaches and 
other 
filth 
insects, the 
maintenance of a pure food supply 
and the intelligent care of the victim 
of 
the 
disease, 
are 
the 
measures 
which, if rigidly enforced, will rid the 
country of the disease. 


Gooil Housing: and What it Means to

Adequate and decent toilet facllltiea 
to insure cleanliness in both person 
and apparel. 


Proper protection fiom winter cold 
and summer heat, so a proper indoor 
temperature may be had all the time. 


i^reedom from nerve-racking noises, 
especially at night when rest and re- 
pose are essential for both health and 
comfort. 


Given housing of this sort the nor- 
mal person 
should 
have 
but little 
trouble in keeping healthy and resist- 
ing infection. 
In 
addition 
to good 
housing, good food and good habits 
are essential to good health.

Well 
Persons 
May 
be Carriers 
of 
Deadly Gierms. 


In more ways than one man Is his 
own worst enemy. 
He is the source 
from which 
originate many of 
the 
means of disabling or destroying hl3 
fellow man. 


Persons apparently well may be the 
carrier of deadly disease germs. 
Be- 
cause they appear 
to 
be in good 
health these individuals are permit- 
ted to come Into intimate contact with 
their fellows. 


They do not of course know they 
may spread disease around wherever 
they go. 
The community takes It for 
granted that anyone who shows no 
sigu.s of disease is free from illness 
and is entitled to all rights and privi- 
leges. 


Typhoid, diphtheria and pneumonia 
may be spread by these carriers it is 
now definitely known. There is reason 
to believe that septic sore throat, in- 
fantile paralysis and epidemic men- 
ingitis may be transmitted in the same 
way. 
Several other diseases are also 
probably spread by carriers. 


The problem of controlling carriers 
of disease germs is one of the most 
serious that confronts public health 
officials. 
One way in which the phy- 
sician can assist is to determine wheth- 
er his patient is not only cured, but 
free from bacteria. 


It must be borne in mind that even 
after the patient has successfully re- 
covered he may be just as much of a 
real menace to the community as he 
was during his acute illness. 


Ten 
To War Again.st Disea.«!e Adds 
Years to Our Ijife. 


"Carry on" stands for British de- 
termination and tenacity as the slogan 
It might well be adopted as the slogan 
for the war we are waging within a 
war—the war against disease. 


No nation can be strong without 
health. 
During the past twenty-five 
years the average life has been in- 
creased more than ten years. 


During the past thirty-five years the 
deaths from tuberculosis have been 
reduced more than 50 per cent. 
It Is 
impossible to tell just what effect the 
education efforts made during the past 
ten years have had. but undoubtedly 
these efforts have met with a degree 
of success fully comparable with that 
attained in dealing with tuberculosis. 


The charge is well launched. "Carry 
on!" 
For if the nation Is to continue 
strong and vigorous, it must eradicate 
unnecessary disease. 
This work must 
extend through every grade of society. 
The nation as a 
whole 
cannot 
be 
healthy so long as a part of it is dis- 
eased. 
Diphtheria, typhoid fever and 
other Infectious diseases in the slums 
are a menace to those who live on the 
avenues. 
Disease on the avenue Is 
Just as much a menace to the slum». 


The physician, knowing how diaeaa* 
originates and how it spreads, should 
point out the way for others to "osny 
on." 
Beyond this it Is no mov« lijto 
duty to bear the burden of Mm41c«tÉíc 
disease than It Is of any ottM^ élíiiMr

Agent B. L. Hummell spent this week 
making a survey of conditions regard- 
ing oats smut in the county. 
Fields 
that had been treated for the 
smut 
showed a negligible amount of smut, 
while adjoining fields, where no treat- 
ment was given to the oats crops, the 
percentage of smut runs as high as 22.5 
per cent. 
Seed oats weie treated on a 
number of farms in the county with 
splendid success. 
Oats are fast be- 
coming a paramount crops In the coun- 
ty. 
The estimate for the county on 
oats smut, after a careful examination, 
shows an average of 5 per cent. 
Con- 
sidering the average yield to be 
45 
bushels per acre, this means a total 
loss of 38,260 bushels, which, at 45 
cents per bushel is worth $17,212.50.

Most Effective Means of Controllmg Insects That Do Much 
Damage to Orchards. 


Contact sprays are the only effective 
i< ' ans 
of 
cosstroUins 
the 
various 
ncis of apfaids. the Bmall 
insects 
-ch by feeding upon the juices of 
plants do much damage to the 
uit and foliage of orchard trees, 
ant, gooseberry, and grape. 
As 
aphids do not eat the plant tissues 
) lit drain the sap from them the var- 
iuus kinds of sprays containing etom- 
p' 
poisons, such as Paris green, ar- 
st nate of lead, etc^ are ineffective. 
To do any good the sprajrs must come 
in contact with the bodies of ttie in- 
Bects and great thoroughness m spray- 
ing is therefore necessary. 


substances used in the «ontrol of these 
insects. 
The cost of the concentrated 
article Is high, but as it may be greatly 
diluted the actual cost of applying 
the spray compares favorably 
with 
that of other contact ^rays. 
Of the 
commercial preparations the 40 per 
cent nicotine sulphate is the solution 
in most common use. 
Weaker gradee 
may be used if care is taken that the 
spray is made up to contain not less 
than 0.05 or 0.06 per cent of actual 
nicotine. 


Nicotine may be added either to 
the winter strength lime-snilphur solu- 
tion used for the San Jose scale, or 
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The Black Peacti Aphis—a, 'WIngod Female; b, Winsíeas IVemale. 


There are a large number of dif- 
ferent kinds of aphids, one or more 
of which may attack almost every 
form of orchard and bush fruit. 
For 
the most part, however, 
the 
same 
measures of control are applicable to 
all the species. 
Quite a number of 
the aphid species winter in the egg 
stage on the plants which they at- 
tack in the following spi^g. 
These 
may 
be 
controlled 
successfully 
by 
spraying when the bads first show 
green tips of the foliage. 
In this way 
the first brood of the insects is killed 
and insurance is obtained against in- 
jury later in the season. 
Additional 
spraying may, however, be necessary 
if the infestation Is severe.

greatest with those species of aphids 
whose attacks result in curling the 
leaves of the plants on which they 
feed. 
This curling serves to protect 
the insects to a considerable extent 
from the contact spray. 
Those spe- 
cies which do not curl the leaves are 
more easily controlled by sprays after 
it is noted that they are becoming 
numerous. 


Nicotine has been found to be one 
of the most effective substances for 
killing aphids, and as it may be ap- 
plied with entire safety to plants it 
is possibly the best suited of all the 


! to the dilute lime-sulphar solution and 
arsenate of lead spray employed in 
the control of insects and diseases of 
fruit and foliage. 
It may also be used 
in Bordeaux mixture or in arsenate of 
lead and water spray. 
This is a great 
advantage, as the orchardist is en- 
abled to spray against several pests 
simultaneously. 
It must be remem- 
bered, however, that although the ad- 
dition 
of 
soap adds much 
to 
the 
spreading power and efficiency of the 
nicotine spray, soap must not be used 
with lime-sulphur solution- 


It is also a comparatively simple 
matter to make nicotine sprays at 
home If tobacco stems or refuse to- 
bacco are available. 
In the 
home 
manufactore of the solution, howerer, 
it is difficult to determine the exact 
strength of the decotion since the 
various kinds of tobacco refuse vary 
greatly in their nicotine content. 
In 
this connection it is pointed out that 
the stems from which the extract has 
been made have a value for fertilizing 
purposes of about $10 a ton. 
With 
tobacco 
refuse 
and 
stems 
costing 
about J20 a ton, the spray solution 
can 
be made for approximately 
1 
cent a gallon, the fertilizer value of 
the extracted refuse covering the cost 
of labor, etc. 
The sprays should be 
made up as they are needed, for fer- 
mentation begins within a day or two. 


Washes made of flshoil or laundry 
soap are also effective against aphids, 
and are especially suitable for use on a 
small scale. 
The fish-oil soap of dif- 
ferent brands on the market varies 
greatly in water content, so that the 
precise quantity of soap to be used 
with a given amount of water will 
vary also. 
Manufacturers, 
howerer, 
are required by the Federal Insecti- 
cide Act of 1910 to state cn the label 
the amount of active ingredients, in 
this case soap, and of inert ingrredients, i 


This will enable pnrchasora to make 
up a solution which should 
range 
from 1 pound of soap tor 5 gallons of 
water to 1 poand for 7 gallons, de- 
pending npoB tne amoimt of water 
present in the soap. 
As has been al- 
ready said, soap shonld not be added 
to lime-salphur solation. 
Nor should 
lime-sulphur 
solution 
be 
added 
to 
kerosene emulsion. 
This last may be 
used against aphids at the rate of 1 
gallon to 7 or 8 gallons of water. 
The 
stock 
solution 
for this 
purpose 
is 
made according to the following for- 
mula: 
Kerosene, 2 gallons; 
fish-oil 
or laundry soap, ^ pound; water. 1 
gallon. 


In view of the faicreasing damage 
to apples from tho various kinds of 
aphids, the annual bud spraying 
of 
apple orchards appears to be a good 
practice, 
and 
if 
continued 
over 
a 
series of ysears would, no doubt, prove 
profitable. 
The several aphids which 
occur on the plnm. and the green 
peach aphids, do not curl the foliage 
to the same extent as do some of the 
apple aphlda, and tt nsoally wUl be 
found satlafactorr to spray the trees 
after there are indications that these 
bisects are abnndanL 
Where the in- 
sects have proved troublesome regru- 
larly, however, spring spraying may 
be desirable. 
In the case of currants 
and gooseberries it is especially im- 
portant to spray as the shoots are 
pushing out, otherwise the insects will 
soon be protected by the distorted 
foliage. 
When spraying Is carried on 
later in the season the liquid should 
be directed upward to wet the in- 
sects on the under-side of the leave&

Prevention is the 
Only Remedy for 
Blackhead in Tnrkeys 


Black head In turfcejrs is caused by 
a parasite and is characterixed 
by 
i great sores in the caeca (blind in- 
, tïistines) and liver. 
This microscopie 
parasite 
causes 
irritations, 
destruc- 
; tion of the tissues, and nearly always 
the death of the affected turkeys. 


The characteristic symptoms of the 
disease are as follows: 
The loss of 
appetite 
and 
tendency 
of 
affected 
birds to stand apart from the rest of 
the flock is common. 
When the in- 
testines are severely affected the birds 
have diarrhea and the droppings are 
liquid and stained orange yellow; this 
is a characteristic symptom. 
Diseased 
birds are frequently found dead under 
the roosts. 


The only sure means of diagnosis, 
however, is by post-mortem examina- 
tion of a bb>d that has recently died. 
The bird should be cut open to expose 
the internal organs, and the liver and 
caeca 
examined. 
The 
presence 
of 
large sores in the substance of the 
liver and in the caecal walls is suffi- 
cient evidence for a diagnosis. 
The 
caecal sores may vary from a single 
point to large scabs covering nearly 
all the lining of both caeca. 
The liver 
is very much enlarged and the sores 
on it are two-fifths to three-fifths of 
an inch in diameter. 


At the present. time there is no 
known cure for this disease and the 
only means by which it can be con- 
trolled is by preventive measures. On

poults in one flock, however, as they 
may all try to crowd under one or two 
hens to be hovered. 


Improper feeding, combined 
with 
close confinement, has been the cause 
of many failures in turkey raising. 
When on free range the poults are 
busy searching for feed most of the 
day. 
Here there is no overfeeding 
and lack of exercise, such as the poults 
are often subjected to by those ignor- 
ant of their wants. 
If the range is 
plentifully supplied with green feed, 
grasshoppers, and other insects, and 
if the weather is favorable, then the 
best plan is to allow the poults to feed 
themselves. 
It is usually advisable, 
however, to have them come home at 
night, and if driven up and fed at a 
certain place every night they will 
soon learn to come up themselves. 


When, on account of rainy weather 
or unfavorable range conditions, it is 
advisable to raise the poults by the 
coop method, more care must be griven 
to their feeding. 
For the first two 
days after hatching, poults require no 
feed, the yolk of the egg which they 
absorb before breaking out of 
the 
shell 
being 
sufficient 
to 
maintain 


feed, so that Little exercise is takes 
and indigestion Is sure to result. Whea 
natural feed is scarce, or when the 
poults have to be kept from ranging 
outside, they should be fed lightly 
about five times a day. 
If allowed ts 
run outside the coop where they caa 
find insects, seeds, and green feed, they 
need not be fed oftener than two of 
three times a day. 


Successful turkey raisers use many 
different kinds of feed, some of ths 
most common being as follows: 


(1) Hard-boiled egg chopped fin« 
and com-bread crumbs for the first 
week, 
and then whole wheat 
and 
hulled oats. 


(2) Stale bread, soaked in milk and 
squeezed dry. for the first few day^ 
and then common chick feed. 


(3) Clabbered milk seasoned with 
salt and pepper, corn-bread cminbs. 


(4) Equal 
parts 
"pinhead" 
oais, 
whole wheat, and cracked corn. 


(5) Cracked wheat. 
(6) Com 
meal 
and 
wheat 
bran 
mixed in the proportion of 3 to 1 and 
baked'into bread. 


(7) Bran 
or 
middlings 
one-half, 
cracked 
Egj-ptian com 
one-quarter, 
wheat and hulled oats one quarter. 


In addition to the above, skimmed 
milk and buttermilk are quite often 
fed, with excellent results. 
A good 
plan is to keep the mQk in front of 
the poults during the morning and 
water during the afternoon. 
If grit 
and green feed can not be picked up 
outside the coop, they must be pro- 
vided in some other way. 
Chopped 
onion tops, lettuce leaves, dandeUon 
leaves 
and 
alfalfa 
make 
excellent 
green feed. 
Grit can be furnished In 
the form of coarse sand. 


While she is confined to the coop 
the mother ben should be fed twk^ 
a day on a mixture of grain, such as 
equal parts com, wheat, and oats, 
and green feed, while water and grit 
should be kept before her all 
the 
time. 
An occaaonal feed of 
meat 
scrap or fresh, lean meat is greatiy 
relished and helps to keep her in good 
condition. 
In feeding the hen and 
poults, it is advisable to feed the latttf 
outside the coop and the former iiv> 
side, in order to prevent her from eat- 
ing the feed intended for the poults. 
It is seldom necessary to keep the hea 
and poults confined for more than a 
few days at a time, and the sooner 
all can be given free range, the better. 
Whether or not they should be put 
into the coop at night after ranging 
during the day depends on the weather 
and the danger from predatory ani- 
mals. 


Get your alfalfa seed bed In the 
best possible state of tilth; leam that

neighbors, exchanging ideas, making 
criticisms, and gathering new infor- 
mation. 


Fairs afford untold opportunities for 
those who will attend. 
There they 
meet as exhibitors in competition and 
as spectators. 
All learn to look at the 
fairs from the educational viewpoint 
as well as from the viewpoint of en- 
tertainment 
or 
what 
they 
win 
in 
money prizes as exhibitors. 
True, the 
money offered is a great Inducement 
in the way of defraying expenses but 
many exhibitors might well have as 
much money in their pockets at the 
end of the week by leaving their ex- 
hibits at home. 
On the other hand, 
those who exhibit take home a new 
opinion of their products, and have 
had established in their own minds 
revised standards which will aid them 
in selecting and preparing 
exhibits 
for the following year. 
In addition, 
every exhibitor, whether a winner or 
loser, takes home more or less adver- 
tising. 
Advertising secured at fairs is 
considered of the best as evidenced by 
the many exhibitfirs and by the in- 
creased business wliich has come to 


those who exhibit. 
No breeder of 
pure-bred stock should neglect a single 
opportunity to place it before the pub- 
lic. The county fair is a good place to 
begin. 


The live stock Industry owes much 
to the many fairs held throughout the 
country. 
Much 
improvement 
in 
breeds has come as a result of these 
public exhibitions and ratings. 
Many 
have been encouraged in the produc- 
tion of better stock simply througrh 
the incentive gathered at the live- 
stock shows. 
No man who hopes to 
continue as a producer of high-class 
live stock can afford to miss a single 
opportunity to attend live-stock sheik's. 
Unless he attends such shows he loses 
sight of the correct standards and gets 
behind the times. 
The fair circuit is 
the school of the constructive breeder. 
Few men have attained success as 
breeders who have not been 
close 
students of show ring standards and 
awards. 
These men must necessarily 
become fewer because of the rapid 
strides in breeding and the increased 
competition. 


He who neglects to make use of his 
state, county or district fair not only 
weakens his own position but neglects 
to support a movement which is vital 
to the state or community in which ho 
lives. 
On the other hand, the public 
should realize that nothing can do 
more to encourage better breeding, 
feeding and management of live stock 
than a successful fair. The fair is Just 
what the people make it 
By their 
attendance and support it can be made 
a great factor in state and community 
betterment.

HOW WELLS MAY BE CONTAMINATED 


Wells are often contaminated 
by 
surface water, or by carelessly located 
cesspools. 
This should, by all means, 
be prevented. 
The top four or five 
feet of the wall should be laid up with 
stone 
and rich 
cement 
mortar 
or 
should be made of concrete to make it 
Impervious 
to 
water. 
A 
platform 
should be made of concrete cast in 
one piece and provided with a prop- 
erly made lid. 
No well should be left 
open so that straw, leaves, insects or 
reptiles may fall into it. 
The often- 
made statement that a live toad in a 
well will purify the water is evidently 
incorrect. 


The much-praised open well with 
its oaken bucket, rusty wheel, and 


tions are often deceptive; frequently 
the underlying stone strata do riot 
conform closely with the undulations 
of the surface. 


The cesspool may become a source 
of danger even when it is located far 
away or on the opposite side of a 
ravine or a creek. 
A careful study of 
the premises will reveal the existing 
danger of poisonous pollution. 
Stag- 
nant ponds or creeks in the vicinity 
of wells are very dangerous. 
For this 
reason, cities never pump water from 
such sources, but always from exca- 
vated or driven wells.

Russia or on the report that the mission 
will make after its return to Washington 
was made public. 
Mr. Root, acting as 
spokesman, declared that he had nothing 
to say beyond the fact that the party 
had been hospitably received in every 
Russian city visited. 
From the Russian 
revolution would be evolved a stable gov- 
ernment, according to .James Duncan, lice 
president of the American Federation of 
Labor. Its establishment is retarded, he 
declared, by the radical so-called reform- 
ers who have returned to Russia from 
America. The success of the revolution 
Mr. Duncan attributes to the workmen 
of Russia, by whom the propaganda of 
freedom was first carried to the peasant 
class at the time of the original duma in 
1906. 


Socialist Russell Talks. 


Charles Edward Russell said the task 
of new Russia was greatly handicapped 
by German influences and the ceaseless 
activities of the German propagandists. 
"Most of the trouble, however, has been 
caused by Russians naturalized as Ameri- 
cans who have returned to Russia since 
the outbreak of the revolution," he said, 
and added that Russians from the United 
States spread the report throughout the 
country that America had entered the 
war from sordid reasons. 


"These propagandists," he continued, 
"who pretend to have an intimate knowl- 
edge of American conditions and Ameri- 
can motive», inform their native country- 
men that the government of the United 
States is more oppressive than the ojd 
regime at Petrograd." 


He declared that the extremists of the 
socialist party were demanding the im- 
mediate institution of a socialist com- 
monwealth regardless of the menace of 
German militarism, but that most of the 
socialists were coming to understand that 
the world inudt be made safe for democ- 
racy before, there can be i«ny aound 
progresa toward social betterment.

Rev. Robert Gunn, of Nashville, 


Tenn.. noted preacher, author and 
lecturer, will occupy the pulpit at the 
First Baptist church Sunday, both 
morning and evening. 


Rev. Gunn is a native of Georgia. 


A descendant from a race of pioneer 
preachers of Georgia, he commenced 
preaching at the age ot fourteen. He 
received his education "at Mercer uni- 
versity. Macon, Ga., and the Southern 
Baptist Theological seminary. Louis- 
ville. Ky. kmong his early pastorates, 
was 'that of Central Baptist church, o

Atlanta, one of the leading churches 
of that city. He held several other 
Important pastorates In his native 
state and was also prominently con- 
nected with the educational work of 
his denomination. 


In 1913 Mr. Gunn accepted a call 


to the pastorate of North Baptist 
church of New York city.

greatly in their nicotine content In 
this connection it te pointed out that 
the stems from which the extract has 
been made have a value for fertilizing 
purposes of about $10 a ton. With 
tobacco refuse and stems costing 
about $20 a ton, the spray solution 
can be made for approximately 1 
cent a gallon, the fertilizer value of 
the extracted refuae covering the cost 
of labor, etc. The sprays should be 
made up as they axe needed, for fer- 
mentation bejfinn within a day or two.
